School Bids 


Run Higher 
Than Budget 


Architects and members of the 
school building committee will sit 
down tonight to listen to anevalua= 
tion of construction bids that at 
first glance seen to be $500,000 
over budget. 

Bids for the new 1,200 student 
high school were received Tuesday 
and the $3,839,735 quote from 
E, H, Porter Co,, Peabody, ap= 
peared to be the bottom offer, 
In advance planning, the building 
committee allocated about $3.4 
million of the $3,9 million appro= 
priated for the schoolas the budget 
for the general construction con= 
tract, 

Manager Bowen said after the 
bid taking, however, that ‘‘nobody 
is going to panic,’* There are 
legalities and technicalities to be 
checked, before Perry, Shaw, Hep= 
burn & Dean, architects, can give 
a clear picture of just how far 
apart bid and budget figures 
actually are, he said, 

For one thing, Porter did not 
specify that he planned to use the 
low bid masonry contractor James 
J. Welsh Co. whose bid of $325,000 
submitted last week, 


Unless Welsh filed an exception 
with his bid, indicating that he 
would not work with other than a 
specified general contractor, it is 
the manager’s understanding that 
Porter would have to accept Welsh 
as the masonry contractor, This 
would shave something in excess 
of $100,000 from Porter's general 
contract bid, 

Some money will be picked up 
from the site work allocation which 
was set at $385,930, The manager 
said final figures for this work, 
including all phases of it, will run 
about $10,000 to $15,000 less than 
anticipated, 

In addition, there are bid al- 
ternates to be considered, Roughly 
$65,000 could be cut from the 
overall bid if all five alternates

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

The Townsman is impressed 
because nobody has sent it a 
letter concerning ‘‘, . .whether 
or not the town of Andover should 
enter into a contract with MBTA 
to continue rail service,’’ How- 
ever 2 letters concerning the prin= 
ciple were sent Jan, 27 and Feb, 2, 
They failed to register, so I’ try 
again, 

It is understood, particularly by 
the advocates of town manager 
government that ‘‘the politics of 
democracy is the politics of pres- 
sure groups’*® hence town manager 
government is designed to control 
the pressure for its benefit, Con- 
sequently, town meeting is mostly 
concerned with bestowing advant= 
age upon those who seek it and 
come with the votes to obtain it, 

In this instance $3000 of town 
income is being asked for the 
advantage of some business people 
who ride a railway. Innearly every 
particular the principle is the same 
as that in asking town meeting to 
approve $265,000 of town income 
to be given, for the advantage of 
perspective business concerns, in 
the form of water supply, 

In both cases there is no guaranty 
that the original sum shall be the 
last sum requested, Both are likely 
to be but the forerunner of more 
requests particularly if Town

Measured Steps 

The Planning Board is asking Town Meeting for authori- 
zation to enlarge the central business district, impose 
parking space restrictions in the commercial area and 
create, in effect, a buffer zone between single residence 
homes and a bustling downtown. 


These articles are in the warrant as zoning amendments 
but it might be more literal to label them as conservation 


surely as if they called for 


preservation of the breeding grounds of the whooping 


What they seek to conserve is the character of a town. 
They represent Andover’s struggle to meet the demands 
of growth without the loss of its identity as an essentially 
rural, residential community. They are stitches in the 


Anyone who is dismayed at the sight of the city creeping 


to wish that Andover could 


somehow be improved without being enlarged. But those 
who have not assumed the posture of the ostrich recognize 
this as an impossibility. Andover’s population has already 
surged past 20,000. It will surely reach 30,000, and 
prognosticators are equally positive it will go to 40,000. 

The business center must grow, obviously, if it is to 
accommodate a population of this magnitude. 

A step toward necessary growth is what the Planning 
Board proposes in an amendment that reflects the board’s 
resolve to keep the major concentration of business in or 
near the traditional center. The planners are dead set, as 
is the TOWNSMAN, against letting development spread 
like wildfire along Main Street, wiping out residential 
approaches. Enlargement of the central business district 
as envisioned, would preserve the commercial cluster. 

Just as vital to the orderly growth of downtown Andover 
is approval for regulations the board has drafted which 
would require owners of new or expanding business pro- 
perties to meet minimum requirements for customer parking. 


The planners regard these minimums as so vital, in 
fact, that their chairman has said publicly his board 
would rather withdraw the business center zoning change 
than see it enacted without any restraints on parking. 

The logic is unmistakable. It would certainly be a 
waste of time to introduce parking regulations in a year 
or two if developers had meanwhile been permitted to 


The Planning Board has done its part in pre-thinking 
the problem and has, at long last, drafted minimum parking 
space requirements that are acceptable to the business 


We interpret this acceptance, announced last week, as 


official recognition by the Andover Chamber of Commerce 
that what is good for the townspeople can also be good 
for bysiness. And we commend the Chamber for announ- 
cing the reversal of its previous position on parking 
regulations well in advance of Town Meeting. 

We trust the voters will take an equally logical look at 
the alternatives and agree to both the parking space 
restrictions and the enlargement of the business district, 
measured steps into the future.

Proponents of a garden apart- 
ment development for West An- 
dover face tough sledding at Town 
Meeting if the strength of opposi~ 
tion voiced at a Monday night 
hearing can be taken as ameasure 
of total voter reaction. 

Few residents appeared, how=- 
ever, to protest a zoning change 
to permit construction of a 
shopping center on the Andover= 
Tewksbury line or Planning Board 
articles for expansion of the 
central business district. 

All will be considered by Town 
Meeting March 12, 

Most of the opposition to the 
private article on garden apart- 
ments came from residents in the 
Lowell Street neighborhood where 
the apartments would be located, 
The site is a triangle of land 
bordered on two sides by Routes 
93 and 133, It was separated from 
a larger tract by construction of 
the interstate highway. 

The attitude of homeowners in 
the area is reflected in the com= 
ment of Mrs, Charles F, O'Neil, 
8 Tessier Dr., that ‘‘It doesn’t 
take much imagination to see that 
apartment dwellers will soon need 
a barbershop and a restaurant and 
a market.’’ Mrs, O’Neil and others 
said construction of the apartments 
would destroy the residential 
neighborhood, cut property values 
and lead to added traffic conjec- 
tion, 

Both Atty. Thomas W, Tavenner 
and Architect Barnett B, Berliner 
who appeared for the developer, 
Berliner & Associates Inc, of Bos= 
ton, said market studies show 
there is a demand for apartments 
in Andover and that those they 
envision would be particularly 
attractive to Boston based execu= 
tives who either do not want the 
responsibility of home ownership 
or do not expect to be permanent= 
ly located in the area,

It would be located in Andover
